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Britain to Aid Castro Farming 


GLASCOW, (UPI) — A Brit- 
ish agricultural scientist will 
go to Cuba next year to set 
up a research center aimed 
at improving dairy cattle pro- 
duction on the Communist 
island. 


Dr. Reginald Preston, prin- 
cipal scientific officer at the 
Rowett Institute, Aberdeen- 
shire, said Cuban Premier Fi- 
del Castro has engaged him to 
boost agricultural research in 
the country. 


He will head a special insti- 
tute, built to his own specifi- 
cations, on an estate 40 miles 
from Havana. His staff will 
consist of about 20 handpicked 
agricultural scientists from 
Europe and Australia.
